I was recently contacted by Stan 
Morris, NOJOQ. He is the chair for com- 
munications for the American Red Cross. 
He asked if there would be interest in the 
Boulder Amateur Radio Club membership 
to provide communications for the Red 
Cross in Boulder. Currently, if communi- 
cations are needed, Stan has to send in 
someone from Denver. 

We talked at length as to what is nec- 
essary to help the Red Cross. You must 
qualify as a certified volunteer to do this 
work. There are classes that are required 
that are offered free of charge. These in- 
clude disaster preparations, and a history 
of the Red Cross. There are also many 
other classes that are available to volun- 
teers that are either free or are offered at a 
reduced fee. You can be considered a voi- 
unteer just for communications if you 
wish, however, you can also volunteer 
your time to help in other situations. If we 
have 10 members who want to take the 
“beginner” classes to qualify as a volun- 
teer, the Red Cross will do its best to work 
out a schedule suited for us, and provide 
those classes here in Boulder. 

One of the other items that Stan and 
I discussed was the fact that BARC does 
not have a club station, and it’s hard to 
provide those necessary communications 
without a base station. It appears that we 
will be allowed to set up a station at the 
Red Cross in the near future. 

If you remember, back in 1995, 
BARC members reaffirmed their commit- 
ment to the Red Cross. Since that time, 
the Red Cross has changed their require- 
ments for their volunteer force. As ama- 
teurs we can fill this need for service to 
our community in this way.
